Tuesday's elections. 
He 
thinks the 


Democrats ought to be satisfied though 
ho expresses regret at tho defeat of 
Campbell iu Ohio, who, lie sajs, is a 
brave nnd honest official. 


Mr. Cleveland sees in the flections un- 


mistakable 
evidences 
of 
Democratic 


succes.s iu the Presidential election iu 
1893, ind he doubtless desires to keep 
himself conspicuously before the people. 
The election of Flower in New York, 
however, proves that Sir. Cleveland is 
not an available candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination next year. 
He is not 


in accord with the majority of his party 
in tho West and South on the silver ques- 
tion. This ought to be sufficient to keep 
him in tho back ground as a Presidential 
aspirant, but, as it is not, the fact that ho 
is not populat in the groat State of Now 
York, should be. That State is reliably 
Democratic except when Mr. Cleveland 
is a candidate. Ho failed to carry it iu 
1888, though Hill, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor, was elected. 
In 


1800 tho State again wont Democratic 
and for tho first time in many years, had 
a majority on joint billot in tha Legis- 
lature. 
Now it elects ft Democratic 


Governor by an increased majority, yet if 
a Presidential 
election [should 
take 


placo next week with Mr. Cleveland the 
Democratic nominse for President, the 
chances would be decidedly against his 
carrying the State. As Mr. Cleveland 
must know this, if he did not love office 
more than party, he certainly would not 
be a candidate for President.

debt is $089,074,033, a decrease for the 
month of $1,109,467. 
The aggregate 


debt, interest and non-interest bearing, 
is $980,309,970; a decrease of $1,023,- 
536.

Instantly Howard, with 
an oath, turned to close the door. As he 
tamed three shotguns went oflf; Howard 
fell and immediately expired.

Jack Bice, a 
teamster, who was arrested as an accessory, 
has made a confession implicating Howard 
and Abe Jones in six sensational robberies 
of late.

The Yorktown, however, was at Bahia, 
Brazil, Saturday, and probably will be or- 
dered by cable to remain there or return to 
Santos, notwithstanding the fact _ that eh« 
is also on the way to the Pacific Station. 
Meanwhile the work of repair on the New- 
ark at Boston, is being pressed, and incase 
of emergency Admiral Qherdi's flagship, 
the Philadelphia, now on her way to the 
West Indies from New York, conld be or- 
dered by cable to proceed to Rio de Ja- 
neiro.

As much excellence in magn 
zine arms which have been adopted by for- 
eign nations has not been shown as could 
warrant its adoption for our services, I 
is hoped this country can prodace a better 
arm, and until it can it would be wise to 
defer the change from the excellent single 
loader now in service to the magazine 
system.
